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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . In response to applicant's argument regarding the previous objection to the 
specification, the examiner notes the specification amendment filed January 9, 2008 is 
sufficient and hereby withdraws the previous objection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 5-12 as amended in the After Final response filed October 27, 2009 
are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or 
disclose, either singly or in combination, the claimed site for a subcutaneous infusion 
device, comprising a base, a cannula configured to be introduced subcutaneously using 
a needle, and a single unitary diaphragm is coupled to the base, the diaphragm 
including a closed end, and open end, and a sidewall, and defining an internal reservoir 
in fluid communication with the cannula; wherein the single diaphragm is pierceable 
through the upper end and through the sidewall, and the diaphragm is positioned in a 
cavity of a member positioned about the central aperture of the base and frictionally 
engages the interior wall of the member to retain the diaphragm in the cavity. 

4. The closest prior art of record is Fischell (USPN 5,545,143). However, this 
reference does not disclose the invention as claimed or described above. 
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5. Regarding claims 1 and 9, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all 
the limitations or render obvious a single diaphragm positioned in a cavity of a member 
and frictionally engaged with the walls of the cavity in order to retain it in the cavity.
